I will now proceed to describe my inven- 
tion more fully with reference to the 
accompanying drawing of which Fig. 1 90 
is a sectional elevation of a filter with 
rake or stirring gear constructed accord" 
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ing to my invention and Fig*. 2 a plan 
view of same, a is the main horizontal 
frame which is rotated either by hand or 
power according to circumstances by 
6 means of the vertical spindle 6. c is the 
subsidiary frame arranged to be freely 
rotatable on a bearing d on the main 
frame and to which are fixed at equal 
distances from the centre of rotation 3 or 

10 more stirring rods c (three being the mini- 
mum uxiniber necessary for operation). 
For the purpose of balancing the thrust 
on the spindle o, I may provide as shown 
rake or stirring rods fixed to the main 

15 horizontal frame on a suitable position 
for this purpose. 

Having now particularly described 



and ascertained the nature of my said 
invention and in "what manner the same 
is to be performed, I declare that what I 20 
claim is : — 

In stirring or rake gear for sand filters 
or the like the provision of a subsidiary 
frame or frames to which rake or stirring 
rods are fixed in such a manner as to 25 
cause the subsidiary frame to rotate on its 
own axis by the resistance of the filter- 
ing media when the main frame is rotated, 
as and for the purpose specified and 
described, and as illustrated in the a'ccom- * u 
panying drawing.
